1 . Claims 1 and 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone or 
in combination, did not show or teach a fuel injector wherein an annular corner is formed to 
connect between the base of the fuel collecting chamber and an inner peripheral face of the valve 
seat hole, the annular corner having a tapered or arc-shaped chamfer, together with the other 
recited structural limitations as set forth in claim 1 .
